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Madison County accident claims lives of a father, toddler

Friday just before 8 
a.m. a man and his young 
son were killed in a traf¬ 
fic accident on KY 52 in 
Madison County near the 
Estill County Line. 

Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Ken Bradley was 
dispatched to the scene 


where a preliminary 
investigation revealed 
that Joshua Nelson, 28, 
was driving a Chevrolet 
sedan west (toward 
Richmond) on Richmond 
Road with his wife Tay¬ 
lor Shea Nelson 24, and 
sons, Jacob Nelson, 3, and 
Jonah Nelson, 1, all from 
Waco. 

According to a KSP 


press release, a Buick 
sport utility vehicle, 
headed east, being driven 
by Lance Patterson 46 of 
Richmond, attempted to 
pass another eastbound 
vehicle. The vehicle hit 
the Nelson vehicle head- 
on. Patterson’s son, Cody 
Patterson, 16, was a pas¬ 
senger in the Buick. 

Joshua Nelson and 


Jacob Nelson were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene by the Madison 
County Coroner. Taylor 
Shea Nelson and Jonah 
Nelson were transported 
to University of Kentucky 
Hospital with life-threat¬ 
ening injuries and were 
listed in critical condi¬ 
tion. A report on Lexl8. 
com stated that Jonah 


was released from the 
hospital on Sunday, while 
his mother remained hos¬ 
pitalized. Her condition 
was not known at press 
time. 

The Patterson men 
were transported to Patti 
A Clay Hospital for treat¬ 
ment. Lance was taken 
to UK Hospital for addi¬ 
tional treatment for his 


injuries. 

The elder Patterson is 
the ROTC instructor at 
Estill County High School 
and Cody is a student 
there. 

The cause of the colli¬ 
sion is still under investi¬ 
gation by Kentucky State 
Police. A reconstruction 
of the accident was held 
Saturday. 


KSP solves Beattyville theft case

Kentucky State Police Trooper John 
Scott Felder solved the case of a stolen 
motorcycle from Beatyville in 2011. 

The uniform citation prepared by 
Felder states that he received infor¬ 
mation that the motorcycle had been 
seen at 260 McKee Road. He stated 
that when he contacted those living in 
the apartments there, they told him 
they had seen Timothy Mayes with the 
motorcyle and that he was working on 
it and had control of it. 

Felder stated that he had observed 


the motorcycle sitting at the bottom of 
the steps leading to Mayes' apartment. 

The citation states that the 1975 
Harley-Davidson motorcycle was stolen 
in the late fall of 2011 from Beattyville 
which Felder confirmed by running the 
vehicle identification number through 
the National Crime Information 
Center. 

Felder stated Mayes was not present 
when the motorcycle was recovered. 

Felder arrested Mayes, 30, and lodged 
him in the Estill County Jail. His bail 
was set at $5,000 and he pleaded not 
guilty at his arraignment.

A member for more than 
65 years, Charles Vanhuss 
compiled this history of 
the Irvine-Ravenna Club 
which he read at the 90th 
birthday celebration at 
Cedar Village Thursday 
night. 

Remembering 
Kiwanis in Irvine, 
Ravenna and 
related events 

For a period of time 
from 1915 until the early 
1920's the L & N Railroad 
was engaged in building a 
switching yard and repair 
complex for engines and 
cars at a site near what is 
now Ravenna, Kentucky. 
Ravenna was a town with 
mud streets and build¬ 
ings/houses in various 
stages of construction. 

Irvine was a town of 
horses and wagons/bug¬ 
gies with its roots firmly 
planted in rural America. 
However, 20th Century 
America was emerging 
and vast changes were on 
the way that would forev¬ 
er effect Irvine, Ravenna 
and Estill County. 

On April 19, 1922, fifty- 
two men met in the old 
Wallace Hotel in Irvine 
to organize the Irvine- 
Ravenna Kiwanis Club 
and to breathe new life 
into the community. The 
club was among the first 


in the nation to be orga¬ 
nized and it has been in 
continuous service for 
90 years. The club has 
survived war and depres¬ 
sion, good times and bad, 
and it has surmounted 
the ups and downs that 
seem to be the lot of any 
civic organization. It 
received its charter on 
November 24, 1922 hav¬ 
ing been sponsored by 
the Winchester, Kentucky 
club. It's chief objective 
was to bring industry and 
business to the county but 
over the years, it's scope 
has widened to include 
all manners of civic activ¬ 
ity. Many can remember 
the queen in the story of 
Alice in Wonderland. She 
advised Alice to dream 
impossible dreams every 
day, and it seems that the 
Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis 
Club has borrowed a page 
from the queen's advice. 
However, it is an estab¬ 
lished fact that dreams 
do not come to fruition 
without dedicated lead¬ 
ership and sound direc¬ 
tion and our club has 
been blessed with a fair 
share of committed and 
able men (and women) all 
through the nine decades 
of it's history. That is 
the primary reason for 
the striking successes of 
the many programs of the 
Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis 
Club. 


It is well known that 
agriculture is a prime 
economic resource for 
our county and it has fre¬ 
quently been the focus 
of the Irvine-Ravenna 
Kiwanis Club programs 
down through the years. 
In the early years, the club 
championed and fought 
for the issuance of county 
road bonds. Those bonds 
were sorely needed in 
order to help get farmers 
out of the mud, in which 
they were entrapped, and 
into cities where they 
could market their pro¬ 
duce. The club was suc¬ 
cessful in this effort and 
the county road program 
was established. The 
Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis 
Club also sponsored corn 
shows and it spearheaded 
the movement to bring 
the first county agent to 
Estill County in 1924. 
Every county agent since 
that time has worked 
closely with the Club on 
programs to improve the 
lot of agriculture in the 
area. During the 1950's, 
it was decided that the 
beef herd in the county 
needed to be upgraded 
both in quality and quan¬ 
tity. The Irvine-Ravenna 
Kiwanis Club was called 
upon for help and became

for the 2012 school year in the 
amount of $1,080 each. The arts council 
grants are contingent upon funding by 
the Kentucky General Assembly and 
the National Endowment for the Arts. 

Superintendent Bert Hensley pre¬ 
sented the board with the ACT scores 
for Estill High juniors. Click said the 
average composite score had gone up 
by four-tenths of a percent and that it 
was a significant increase. 

"We went up in everything except 
reading. We are almost a point above 
the state average and I am really proud 
of that," Click said. 

Hensley said that 35 to 40 percent of 
these students are college ready.

Fox arrested on drug charges

and she said no. 

She also denied having anything on 
her person when she was asked by the 
female jailer at the Estill County Jail. 
While searching her the jail allegedly 
discovered a needle hidden near her 
abdomen. 

Fox was charged with operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of 
drugs, first offense; first degree pro¬ 
moting contraband; and possession of 
drug paraphernalia.

Legislature in special 
session for drug bill 


Resident expresses concerns to city council 


To the editor: 

I have some concerns I would like 
to address to Mayor Farmer and the 
Irvine City Council. I wonder why the 
city collects from people who are try¬ 
ing to make a few dollars by having 
yard sales but does not hold people 
accountable when they leave their 
trash and household items on the curb 
all week, and refuse to mow their lawn, 
allowing weeds to grow up around the 
residence. Trash should be set out the 
night before pickup and cans removed 
as soon as practical after pickup is 
complete. When left on the curb, the 
trash is scattered around by dogs and 
other animals and it is usually other 
neighbors that have to pick it up. I 
have read in the paper where the city 
is always in need of funds. Just think 
how much money the city could make 
if they enforced these ordinances. 

The Mountain Mushroom Festival 
seems to be the only time of the year 
that the city is concerned about the 
appearance of our community. When 
residents fail to clean up around their 
house, it also affects everyone in the 
area. A few years ago my property 
insurance was cancelled due to the 
trash and clutter on my neighbor's 


lawn. I then had to find another agency 
to insure my home. 

If you enforce other ordinances then 
the trash ordinance should be enforced 
also, along with the failure to mow 
lawns. There are older homes literally 
falling in and abandoned, and no one 
is making the owners clean the prop¬ 
erties up. On my street alone, there 
are at least two properties in disarray, 
that are either falling in or have been 
demolished and the debris has been 
left.

I know the mayor and council mem¬ 
bers have been notified on several 
occasions concerning these problems. 
We are always promised that it will be 
taken care of, however, nothing is ever 
done.

We have 
been faithful taxpayers to this commu¬ 
nity and we feel our voice is not being 
heard. I wonder how long it would take 
Mayor Farmer to enforce these ordi¬ 
nances if it was happening next door to 
his residence.

President should change 
direction not the subject 


Five days into a spe¬ 
cial session called by the 
governor to pass a two- 
year transportation bud¬ 
get and a prescription- 
drug monitoring bill, 
the Kentucky General 
Assembly approved 
both pieces of legisla¬ 
tion and shipped them 
down to the first floor of 
the State Capitol to be 
signed into law. 

House members were, 
for the most part, intent 
on moving the $4.5 bil¬ 
lion Transportation 
Cabinet budget in House 
Bill 2 and legislation 
cracking down on so- 
called prescription “pill 
mills” in HB 1 to the 
Senate without delay. 
After all, the House had 
already agreed on simi¬ 
lar legislation during 
the regular session that 
had just concluded—but 
those bills weren't given 
final approval in the 
Senate. 

The unwanted, but 
necessary, short special 
session cleared up any 
disagreements about 
the legislation, allowing 
them to be passed by 
both chambers and sent 
to the governor for his 
signature. 

HB 2, which included 
the same Transportation 
budget language found 
in the earlier HB 266, 
sailed through the House 
on a 96-2 vote and later 
received final passage in 
the Senate by a vote of 
37-1. At least one high- 
ranking lawmaker called 
the bill “the reason” that 
the special session was 
called, since it would 
provide the funding for a 
required two-year state 
Road Plan that was 
passed in the regular 
session and signed into 
law by the governor on 
Wednesday. 

The other issue on the 
special session agenda— 
curbing the state's grow¬ 
ing problem with pre¬ 
scription pain killers by 
cracking down on fly-by- 
night pain clinics known 
as pill mills—became 
known as the “pill mill

bill,” or HB 4 in the reg¬ 
ular session. It became 
known as HB 1 in spe¬ 
cial session, although the 
House initially passed 
the bill in a form that 
was different from what 
had been agreed to by 
both chambers during 
the regular session. 

“Different”, in this 
case, was not better in 
the minds of many law¬ 
makers in the Senate, 
and in the House. 

Changes in HB 1 that 
caused the most dis¬ 
agreement were, appar¬ 
ently, centered around 
language that would 
have moved control of 
the state's prescription 
drug monitoring system, 
called KASPER, to the 
Attorney General's Office 
and allowed the office to 
charge licensed health 
care providers a maxi¬ 
mum $50 annual fee to 
maintain the system. 

Supporters of the 
changes said that, while 
no one wants to add a 
fee, the Attorney General 
needs that flexibility 
for maintenance of the 
KASPER system, which 
all licensed providers 
will be required to use 
under HB 1. They also 
say the responsibility 
for tracking prescribing 
abuses needs to be in 
the hands of the state's 
chief law enforcement 
officer—the Attorney 
General—and not the 
Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services which 
currently oversees the 
system. 

But those dissent¬ 
ing lawmakers in both 
chambers questioned 
giving the Attorney 
General so much power 


over medical records, 
among other concerns. 
That, and other matters, 
led to more vetting of 
HB 1 in committee meet¬ 
ings throughout the day 
on Friday. 

By early evening, the 
Senate and House had 
approved an amended 
version of HB 1 that left 
oversight of KASPER 
with the Cabinet and 
includes no allowable 
provider fee, but will 
require licensed pro¬ 
viders across the state 
to use KASPER when 
prescribing or dispens¬ 
ing pain killers for 
patients—a requirement 
that members of both 
chambers had called the 
crux of the pill mill issue 
from the beginning. 

When we lawmakers 
left Frankfort on April 
12 at the close of the 
regular session, we all 
knew a special session 
was inevitable even if 
unwanted. Now, we are 
confident in the work we 
accomplished this week 
in the quickest time pos¬ 
sible to pass legislation 
in special session: Five 
days. 

No, the legislative 
process does not always 
unfold neatly. But, with 
a little hard work and 
compromise on both 
sides, we can conclude 
the Commonwealth's 
business in a manner 
that is both timely and 
judicious.

Look, at a time when 
America's corporate 
income tax is now the 
highest in the world, we 
should be looking for 
ways to make it easier 
for businesses to hire, 
not harder.

But as the 
president heads out for 
more campaign-style 
events this week, let's 
not forget that what he's 
actually doing here in 
Washington is far more 
important than what he's 
saying out on the cam¬ 
paign trail. 

Because when the 
speeches are over and 
all the chairs and 
the posters are put 
away, great challenges 
remain. Millions of 
Americans are still look¬ 
ing for work. The federal 
debt continues to cast a 
shadow over the ameri- 
can dream, and despite 
assurances made last 
year, there's no budget in 
sight from the Democrat- 
controlled Senate. And 
as the Associated Press 
reports just today, about 
half of all college gradu¬ 
ates can't even find a 
decent job in this coun¬ 
try. 

Now, I understand why 
the president wouldn't 
want to talk about these 
things, but that doesn't 
change the fact that he 
should. And it doesn't 
change the fact that his 
policies are the problem. 

The American people 
elected this president to

day after day, week after 
week, as our nation's 
challenges deepen and 
another economic crisis 
draws nearer, this presi¬ 
dent wants to change the 
topic. He wants people 
to focus either on some¬ 
thing else or to overlook 
the things he's actually 
doing to make the situa¬ 
tion worse. 

Take gas prices. Gas 
prices have more than 
doubled under this presi¬ 
dent. Yet rather than do 
something about it, he 
blames it on the specula¬ 
tors and energy compa¬ 
nies. Instead of increas¬ 
ing domestic production, 
he's focused on a plan 
to tax American energy 
manufacturers — a plan 
that would increase the 
cost of energy, rather 
than help lower the cost 
of gas.

Successfully Transplanting Vegetables

With warmer weather, 
we will turn our attention 
to planting the vegeta¬ 
ble garden. Getting your 
vegetable transplants set 
will give you some deli¬ 
cious homegrown produce 
in the months to come. 
Transplanting gives a 
plant more space to devel¬ 
op, but it will temporarily 
stop growth, not stimu¬ 
late it. Therefore, for suc¬ 
cessful transplanting, try 
to interrupt plant growth 
as little as possible. 

Whether you grow your 
own transplants or pur¬ 
chase them, these eight 
steps can ensure success¬ 
ful transplanting into the 
garden. 

1. Transplant on a shady 
day in late afternoon or in 
early evening to prevent 
wilting. 

2. Ensure transplants 
are well watered and 


their roots are thorough¬ 
ly damp an hour or two 
before setting them in the 
garden. 

3. Handle the plants 
carefully. Avoid disturb¬ 
ing the roots. Try remov¬ 
ing plants from their 
containers by knocking 
them out in an inverted 
position rather than tug¬ 
ging on the plants. Plants 
growing in peat pots may 
be planted with the pot 
intact. 

4. Dig a hole large 
enough to hold the roots. 
Set the plants to the low¬ 
est leaf at recommended 
spacing. Press soil firmly 
around the roots. 

5. Pour one cup of a 
solution of soluble plant 
food and water mixed 
according to the label's 
directions. 

6. Protect new trans¬ 
plants from cutworms by 
placing a cardboard col¬ 
lar around the base of 
the stem. Cardboard rolls 
from wrapping paper, 
paper towels, or bathroom 
tissue work well, or you 
can make your by cut¬ 
ting strips of cardboard 
and stapling the ends 


together. A tube two to 
three inches long and sur¬ 
rounding the plant at soil 
level will usually deter 
cutworms from feeding. 

7. Put more soil around 
each plant, but leave a 
slight depression for 
water to collect. Break 
off any exposed parts of 
peat pots so that they will 
not act as wicks and pull 
water out of the soil. 

8. Shade the plants for 
a few days after trans¬ 
planting on a very hot day 
by putting newspapers or 
cardboard on their south 
sides or cover them with a 
woven cotton fabric such 
as cheese cloth. 

9. Water the plants 
every 2-3 days during the 
next week if needed.

the primary factor in 
introducing the first pure 
bred bull into the E still 
County stock line. Some 
years ago, it became 
apparent that Estill 
County farmers had little 
or no market for the milk 
that they produced and 
the situation had become 
a financial drag on tight 
farm budgets. The club 
was approached and took 
the lead in organizing and 
establishing a local dairy. 
Many meetings were held 
and many obstacles were 
overcome in putting this 
program together. The 
dairy functioned for sev¬ 
eral years and was later 
sold to private interests. 
It has also become some¬ 
what of a tradition for the 
club to sponsor a dinner 
during Farm-City Week 
and have farmers attend 
a meeting as the Club's 
guests. This has become 
a popular event and has 
created much enthusi¬ 
asm. Enthusiasm, like 
measles and the common 
cold can be very con¬ 
tagious. By talking to 
one another and work¬ 
ing together on projects, 
our farmers, businessmen 
and professional people 
have developed/shared 
concerns and the desire 
to strive toward common 
goals together. One night 
in 1949 at a cookout in 
the Kiwanis Park, the 
Club endorsed a plan to 
sponsor and promote a 
horse show project for the 
county. A committee met 
with Clark County horse¬ 
man and auctioneer, Bud 
Hamilton and soon the 
project became a reality. 
The show was held on 


the Irvine High School 
grounds, advertisements 
were bought by sponsors, 
programs were printed, 
booths were arranged and 
goodly crowds attended 
the event. These shows 
were continued annually 
through the year of 1954 
and then were discontin¬ 
ued because of the fear 
of financial loss in case 
of rain or other adverse 
conditions. Later on, the 
horse show was taken 
up by the Estill County 
Fair Board and continues 
today. 

During the late 1950's 
the community became 
concerned to an ever 
increasing degree about 
the dearth of qual¬ 
ity healthy care for all 
its citizens. Agreement 
was reached that hospi¬ 
tal facilities were sorely 
needed to alleviate the sit¬ 
uation. About that same 
time, congress passed 
the Hill-Burton Act that 
made federal funds avail¬ 
able to small towns and 
rural areas that needed 
hospital services. The 
Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis 
Club took up this chal¬ 
lenge but not without 
some trepidation because 
the project was going to be 
a monumental one which 
would require a large 
investment of time and 
talent. However, it stuck 
to its' guns and paved 
the way for the establish¬ 
ment of the Estill County 
Hospital which is known 
as the Marcum-Wallace 
Memorial Hospital 
today. John W. Walker, a 
Kiwanian and local attor¬ 
ney, handled all the legal 
matters for the project 
and they were immense 
to put it mildly. Forms 
for the bond issue had to 


be prepared and deeds 
had to be researched 
and obtained. A multi¬ 
tude of details had to be 
worked out and differenc¬ 
es resolved. There were 
hundreds of routine mat¬ 
ters that called for the 
wisdom of Solomon and 
the patience of Job. All 
of these things were done 
and the hospital has been 
a blessing to this county 
and surrounding areas 
since that time. Who 
can say how many lives 
have been saved and how 
many more will be spared 
because of the availability 
of this wonderful facility. 

Let us look now at a 
somewhat different sphere 
of operation in which the 
Irvine-Ravenna Kiwanis 
Club was involved for 
period of some thirty 
years. From 1941 until 
about 1971, the club spon¬ 
sored Troop 144 of the 
Boy Scouts of America. 
During this time period 
approximately 600 boys 
passed through the troop 
on the way to their life 
experiences. Sixty of these 
boys attained the rank of 
Eagle Scout which is the 
highest rank in the scout¬ 
ing program. Many were 
accepted into the Order 
of the Arrow, a scouting 
honorary camping society 
and others received the 
God and Country Award 
which is a church/reli¬ 
gious award sponsored 
by the scouting program. 
Five leaders were honored 
with the Silver Beaver 
Award for distinguished 
service and the troop was 
the recipient of numerous 
recognitions by the Blue 
Grass Council and the 
National Council of the 
Boy Scouts of America. 
Several governors and 


three presidents of the 
United States awarded 
the Troop Citation for 
Outstanding Service and 
it was represented at 
three National Jamborees 
and one World Jamboree. 
In 1948 and 1961 the 
unit attended Scouting 
National Wilderness area 
at Cimeron, New Mexico. 
Many former scouts of 
Troop 144 hold positions 
of prominence across the 
nation and nearly all 
have become contributing 
citizens to their respec¬ 
tive communities. Their 
testimonies are a witness 
to the leadership develop¬ 
ment, character building, 
and citizenship training 
that they received during 
their scouting years. 

During the late 1920's 
and all through the 
1930's and early 1940's, 
the nation was involved 
in troubled economic 
times. Programs to aid 
the unfortunate were 
either non-existent or in 
their infancy and many 
people were hurting. Off 
and on during this try¬ 
ing period, the Irvine- 
Ravenna Kiwanis Club 
conducted an emergency 
relief program known 
as Associated Charities. 
Many people were in need 
of food, fuel and medi¬ 
cine and their situation 
was often desperate. The 
Associated Charities pro¬ 
gram proved to be a life 
saver in that it enabled 
people to get through a 
tough spot in life until 
they could find a job or 
secure help from friends 
or family. 

For the past sev¬ 
eral years, the Irvine- 
Ravenna Kiwanis Club 
has been the agent of dis¬ 
tribution for the W. R. 


Prewitt Memorial Fund 
and hundreds of dollars 
has been distributed to 
needy persons and public 
service groups. The pro¬ 
grams assisted through 
this fund has touched the 
lives of many persons and 
has had a salutary effect 
on the entire community. 

At one time, club mem¬ 
bers put together food 
baskets for the needy at 
Christmas season but 
later transferred that 
program to Troop 144 
who distributed over one 
hundred baskets every 
year. Many families 
would have had a bleak 
Christmas indeed if this 
program had not been in 
place. There is more hun¬ 
ger out in these hills and 
valleys than one would 
want to believe. In recent 
years the Irvine-Ravenna 
Kiwanis Club has once 
again assumed the proj¬ 
ect of Christmas basket 
distribution as well as 
provided a Christmas 
Holiday Parade on the first 
Saturday in December. 

Probably the largest 
project that the Irvine- 
Ravenna Kiwanis Club 
has sponsored for the 
past 60 years has been 
the summer baseball 
program. Beginning in 
the mid 1950's and con¬ 
tinuing on this 90th 
Anniversary of the Club, 
countless boys and girls 
have participated in the 
Little League, Mighty 
Mite, Pony League, and 
Softball programs. The 
facilities were originally 
located at the Kiwanis 
Park on the Irvine School 
grounds. They were moved 
to the Estill County Fair 
grounds for a few years 
in the late 1970's through 
most of the 1980's and 


were then moved to the 
new Kiwanis Park facili¬ 
ties in Ravenna, KY. This 
park was created when 
the club bought 40+ 
acres of land and sub¬ 
sequently developed it 
into four baseball/softball 
fields. The park has since 
been expanded to five 
fields and serves more 
than 400 young people 
each summer in addition 
to a church league and 
also provides the public 
schools extra space when 
necessary. 

Other projects that 
come to mind with which 
the Irvine-Ravenna 
Kiwanis Club has been 
involved include but are 
not limited to:The Joe Ohr 
Kiwanis Scholarships,The 
Estill County High School 
Key Club, Sponsorship of 
a dental service through 
the National Health 
Service Corp., Summer 
maintenance of the old 
Irvine Cemetery, The 
Estill County Ministerial 
Association SHARE pro¬ 
gram, Girl Scouts and Boy 
Scouts, The Estill County 
Library summer reading 
program, The Elizabeth 
Witt Christmas Party, 
Relay for Life, GED test¬ 
ing fees for needy adults, 
Highway cleanup, Readers 
and books for the early 
childhood centers of the 
Estill County Schools, The 
Academic Teams of Estill 
County Middle and High 
Schools, The Mountain 
Mushroom Festival, The 
Salvation Army (serv¬ 
ing as bell ringers), The 
Foster Children program, 
The Estill County Food 
Bank, West Care drug 
rehabilitation program. 
Hospice Care and numer¬ 
ous other programs.

Finally, some good news 


A lot has happened since I 
wrote my last “Clay update.” 
Two weeks ago I said that the 
doctors wanted the baby as 
stable as possible before they 
would do the surgery to repair 
his hernia for the second time. 

He was very very sick the 
first couple of weeks, but during 
the third week, he seemed to be 
getting right where he needed 
to be for surgery— that's when 
he developed a bit of pneumo¬ 
nia and had to be put back on 
another round of antibiotics. 

We were afraid that meant 
the surgery wouldn't happen for 
quite a while, but the surgeons 
made the decision to insert a 
G-tube (a feeding tube directly 
into the stomach) on Tuesday 
if Clay was stable enough, a 


procedure that takes about an 
hour. 

Clay had a better-than- 
expected weekend, so when 
Tuesday came, the docs said 
they would insert the feeding 
tube, and if he handled that 
well, they would try the repair 
surgery. 

Obviously, last Tuesday was 
a tense day for us, but Clay 
appeared ready for it. Despite 
having received so much seda¬ 
tive, he was awake when they 
took him down to the operating 
room—the most awake I'd seen 
him in the previous three weeks 
since he got so sick again. 

About an hour after Clay was 
taken down, a nurse called the 
waiting room and said the doc¬ 
tors had changed their minds

and decided to begin with the 
more complicated surgery—the 
repair surgery. 

A few anxious hours later, we 
got word that the second repair 
was over, and the surgeon was 
pleased with the way it went. 

The second and third days 
after surgery were really rough 
for the little guy. No matter how 


much pain and sedation medi¬ 
cine he got, Clay just couldn't 
get comfortable. One of the 
nurses noticed that he broke 
out in hives and became more 
agitated after receiving blood 
through an IV. She guessed 
that he was having a reaction 
to a preservative in the blood 
product and was able to give 
him something to provide some 
relief. 

Poor little guy! Not only did 
he suffer, but it was tough on 
everyone else to see him so 
unhappy. 

After those first three days, 
though, the trend has been 
upward. Clay's been awake a lot 
more, and the brave little guy 
is smiling again! Sometimes 
I wonder how, considering all 


that he's been through. 

I'm just hoping and praying 
that he doesn't remember the 
misery of the past few weeks. 
So far, he doesn't appear to be 
holding it against anyone. 

Clay isn’t completely back to 
himself though. His muscles 
are weak and his joints are stiff 
from lack of use. He seems to 
have some difficulty focusing 
his eyes. He's getting small 
feeds through a tube in his nose 
again, but he's having some 
spit-up issues. 

Our little guy is definitely on 
the road to recovery, but he has 
a lot of recuperating left to do. 
Prayers for his continued heal¬ 
ing are appreciated, as always.
